IT’S been going from strength 
to strength for five years and 
now Dudley and the wider 
Black Country is preparing its 
biggest and best festival yet. 

The month-long Black Country 
Festival celebrates everything that 
makes our region hostin’ - and it gets 
under way on Saturday 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin predicted a 
‘fantastic festival’, saying: “Well done to Steve 
Edwards (organiser) for pulling together what I 
am certain will be another brilliant festival, cel¬ 
ebrating all that’s great about the Black Coun¬ 
try. The festivals have 
been fantastic, bringing 
all of our communities 
together. 

Inspired 

“I think Dudley and 
the Black Country are 
the greatest places in 
the world. We lit the 
spark that fired the in¬ 
dustrial revolution and 
Ian Austin MP changed the whole of 
the world. 

“I want us to be in¬ 
spired by that and I think the festival gives us 
the confidence to know we can beat any chal¬ 
lenges and bring new industries, new jobs and 
new prosperity to the Black Country.” 

The festival runs from June 30 to July 29, 
and starts with a fun day at Vale Street Rec¬ 
reation Ground in Upper Gornal on Saturday 
afternoon. The Black Country Road Run is held 
in Halesowen on Sunday, which is also when 
Armed Forces Day is held at Himley Park. 

A street food festival is at Stourbridge’s 
Bonded Warehouse on July 6 and Halesowen 
Carnival is at Highfield Park on July 7, the 
same day as the Chain Makers Festival in Cra- 
dley Heath, Tividale Park Fun Day and Neth- 
erton Park Fun Day. Then it’s Stourbridge 
Carnival on July 8 with Dudley Fun Day in 
Stone Street on July 14.

MORE than 1,000 runners are expected to be 
on the starting line raising money for char¬ 
ities at the seventh annual Black Country 
Road Run on Sunday. 

Organisers from Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis Rotary Club say the event has become 
a firm favourite in the Black Country and fur¬ 
ther afield with runners coming from as far as 
Scotland to take part. They run two laps of a 


course around Halesowen in a 10k race meas¬ 
ured by Run Britain. Many others will take 
part in a fun run and this year the organisers 
are introducing a corporate event. 

West Midlands Mayor Andy Street, Hale¬ 
sowen and Rowley Regis MP James Morris 
and Black Country marathon man Blind Dave 
Heeley are set to take part. With Blind Dave 
planning to do both the 10k and fun run. 


Organiser Alan Bowler said the races had 
raised more than £140,000 for charities over 
the years. He added: “We are looking to get 
around 1,000 to 1,200 people across the races. 
We support a lot of local children’s charities 
and Black Country Women’s Aid. 

“Andy Street has been very supportive. 
James Morris has taken part every year and 
each Dudley mayor supported the event.” 


RETAIL 

Goulds shuts down 
after half a century 

AN independent electrical store that has 
served the Black Country for over half a 
century has closed. 

Goulds TV in Bilston Street, Sedgley, has 
gone into liquidation and its premises are 
shuttered. The business shut for the last 
time in May with staff given just five days 
notice after corporate recovery specialists 
Butcher Woods of Birmingham were ap¬ 
pointed as liquidators. 

The business sold televisions, cookers, 
fridges, microwaves and other domestic 
appliances. The shop was originally in 
High Street and later moved to the former 
Co-op store in Bilston Street. At one time 
the business also had shops in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Bilston and Great Bridge.

Display team fly in 
to honour forces

VIOLENCE 

Medics facing more 
knife and gun crime 

PARAMEDICS are dealing with 30 stabbing 
and shooting incidents a week in the West 
Midlands as the region struggles with an 
upsurge in violent crime. 

New figures show West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service responded to 1,512 inci¬ 
dents where a victim was either knifed or 
shot in 2017/18 - up from 1,355 the pre¬ 
vious year.

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Mutilation cases include 30 in Dudley 


NEARLY 800 victims of female genital mutilation 
(FGM) in the West Midlands have been treated by 
the NHS over the past year. 

Official figures from NHS Digital show the 
shocking scale of the barbaric practice, with Bir¬ 
mingham posting one of the highest levels of FGM 
of anywhere in the country. 

There were 620 cases recorded in the city in 
2017/18, with 179 in the Black Country. A total 
of 90 women were treated by medical staff in 
Sandwell and there were 55 cases in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, 30 in Dudley, four in Walsall and two cases in 
Staffordshire. 

The NHS says it has increased support for 


women suffering from abuse but estimates that 
only five per cent of those affected by FGM seek 
treatment. 

Across the country 6,400 women and girls with 
FGM were seen by NHS staff in England between 
April 2017 and March this year. An estimated 
137,000 are thought to have been affected by it. 

FGM - when female genitals are cut or other¬ 
wise injured for no medical reason - is illegal in 
the UK. Carrying it out, or assisting, either in the 
UK or abroad, can be punished with up to 14 years 
in prison. 

A spokesman for the NSPCC said: “FGM is a 
barbaric practice that leaves its victims physically 


and mentally scarred. We urge any young women 
or girls dealing with the physical and emotional 
impact of FGM to seek help and support. Sadly this 
abuse is still all too commonplace. 

“There are no medical reasons to carry out 
FGM. It doesn’t enhance fertility and it doesn’t 
make childbirth safer. It is used to control female 
sexuality and can cause severe and long-lasting 
damage. Since the launch of our FGM helpline in 
2013, we have received hundreds of calls.” 

The round-the-clock helpline is available on 
0800 028 3550. 

FGM is most commonly carried out within com¬ 
munities from Africa, the Middle East and Asia. 


Black Country version of 
'Boris bikes' on the way 


DUDLEY is set to get its own 
version of London’s famous ‘Bo¬ 
ris Bikes’ this autumn under a 
new deal to grant more powers 
to the West Midlands Combined 
Authority. 

Docking stations will be located 
around key sites in Dudley’s with the 
bicycles available for visitors and resi¬ 
dents 24 hours a day. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet were hearing 
about plans to bring the bikes to the bor¬ 
ough while considering the second devo¬ 
lution deal at its meeting on last night 
(Wednesday). 

Annual membership to the scheme will 
cost £30 a year, meaning riders can access 
the bikes for as little as 8p a day. 

The first 30 minutes are usually free and 
charges will apply per half hour after that. 

Dudley is set to be part of phase three 
of the project rolling the bikes out across 
the region. 

Nextbike is to provide 5,000 bikes around 
the West Midlands, along with connecting 
parking hubs, over the next two years. 

Concession 

Wolverhampton is expected to get 900 
from September, with Dudley, Walsall and 
Sandwell each getting 300 this autumn. 
Birmingham, Solihull and Coventry will 
also get bikes. 

Nextbike was picked to run the bike con¬ 
cession by Transport for West Midlands, 
part of the combined authority, earlier this 
year. 

The scheme will be similar to London’s 
Santander Cycles - formerly known as 
‘Boris Bikes’ in honour of Boris Johnson, 
who introduced a similar scheme in the 
capital during his tenure as Mayor of Lon¬ 
don. 

Other benefits to the borough of a second 
devolution deal would include funding for 
projects such as the Brierley Hill Metro ex¬ 
tension, the new Music Institute in Brier- 
ley Hill, DY5 Enterprise Zone, Very Light 
Rail project and a new Dudley bus station. 


It adds up to success for pupils

YOUNG mathematicians from 
across the borough battled it out 
to be crowned winners of a maths 
competition. 

The finals of the annual Primary 
Dudley Inter-School Mathematics 
Championships was held at Salt- 
wells EDC last week with pupils 
from several primary schools tak¬ 
ing part. The competition is split 
into two age groups - years three 
and four (aged seven to nine-years- 
old), and years five and six (nine to 
11-year-olds). 


In February around 700 children 
took part in the heats of the com¬ 
petition, with the first and second 
place schools for both age catego¬ 
ries going into the final. 

Glynne Primary School, in King- 
swinford, were crowned champi¬ 
ons in the younger age category, 
while Halesowen’s Newfield Park 
Primary School won the older cat¬ 
egory. 

Helen Owens, who organises the 
competition with Darren Walter, 
said: “The competition involves 


lots of practical investigations and 
challenging maths activities in five 
rounds. 

“All schools in the Dudley bor¬ 
ough are invited to take part in the 
competition, and this year we had 
between 40 and 50 schools joining 
us - with six children in each team. 

“The children are real credits 
to their school. They had a really 
good time. The level of maths we 
saw was really outstanding. There 
were really good mathematicians 
using their skills in the activities..” 


Call for talks 
to rescue 
plan for owl 
sanctuary 

CABINET minister and South Stafford¬ 
shire MP Gavin Williamson has called 
for last ditch talks in a bid to stop a 
£900,000 owl sanctuary from leaving the 
West Midlands. 

The senior Tory MP and animal lover 
says it is ‘a tragedy’ that the World Owl 
Trust (WOT) has abandoned plans to set 
up its new home at Himley Park. 

The decision follows a clash with the 
West Midlands Historic Building Trust 
(WMHBT), which wants a full restora¬ 
tion of the walled garden at Himley Hall. 

The 11,500 sq m site had been derelict 
for 25 years and was set to have a con¬ 
servation centre featuring the biggest 
collection of owls in the country, a cafe, 
a shop and an education centre. 

Mr Williamson said: “Work started on 
this site two years ago and it was all set 
to be a fantastic attraction that the peo¬ 
ple of the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire could be proud of. 

“It is such a tragedy that talks now 
appear to have broken down.” 

Mr Williamson is a patron of the WOT 
and has been a regular visitor to the 
organisation’s temporary home at The 
Animal Zone in South Staffordshire Col¬ 
lege’s Rodbaston Campus. 

Discussions 

He said: “Discussions have already 
been quite protracted but it is vital that 
every effort possible is made by all of 
the concerned parties to reach an agree¬ 
ment. 

“Before the trust started work on the 
site this was redundant wasteland that 
had not been touched for years. You 
have to ask what will happen to it now? 

“It would be an ideal place for the 
trust, which needs a permanent home 
for its owls as quickly as possible. It 
will be a real shame if the owls are now 
taken away from the West Midlands.” 

A team of 30 volunteers from the 
WOT started work on the scheme in 
2016, clearing up of the long-derelict 
walled garden. 

However, this year the trust has en¬ 
countered opposition from the WMHBT, 
which was brought in by the hall and 
park’s owners Dudley Council to exam¬ 
ine the plans for the project. 

Historians are said to have insisted 
that any plans for the site should include 
a full restoration of the walled garden, 
which dates back to the mid-18th cen¬ 
tury. But it has been estimated that 
could cost £4 million. 

They also questioned the strength of 
the WOT’s business case. 


Diamond rock Robin

Council to 
invest £9.7m 
in building 
new homes 

COUNCIL bosses are set to welcome 
a multi-million pound investment 
scheme, which will see the Dudley 
Council build homes for outright sale 
for the first time in decades. 

The homes for sale project will see 
the council invest £9.7 million to build 
59 homes for sale on the open market 
and 20 affordable homes in the bor¬ 
ough. 

The properties will be developed on 
four plots - the site of the Mere Cen¬ 
tre in Stourbridge, Amblecote House 
in Brettell Lane, Turner House in 
Dudley and St Thomas’ Network in 
Dudley. 

The expected return on investment 
will be ploughed into boosting the 
council’s resources to improve and 
support council services. 

The scheme will be discussed at 
Dudley Council’s cabinet meeting on 
Wednesday. 

Councillor Laura Taylor, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “This is a 
major decision for Dudley. It’s the first 
time in decades the authority is able 
to pursue a project to build homes for 
outright sale at market value, along¬ 
side our ongoing project to build new 
affordable council homes. 

Brownfield 

“We’re confident we can deliver the 
homes that people want at affordable 
prices. This is an exciting time for us 
and any return on our investment 
will be used to support future hous¬ 
ing investment as well as boosting 
general fund reserves to continue to 
improve council services for all of our 
residents.” 

The council has also vowed a 
‘brownfield first’ approach to protect 
the borough’s green belt. 

The Black Country Core Strategy 
is also set to be discussed by cabinet 
members next week, outlining the 
next stages of the study, which in¬ 
cludes working with neighbouring 
councils to identify land within the 
existing urban area with the potential 
for development. 

Dudley Council leader Councillor 
Patrick Harley added: “We need to 
do everything we can to protect the 
green belt in Dudley borough. That 
is why I have made it very clear that 
we need to leave no stone unturned in 
making sure we look at every aspect of 
brownfield sites.” 


More unemployed 

THE number of unemployment ben¬ 
efit claimants in the West Midlands 
has shot up over the last year. La¬ 
bour-sourced figures show 71,365 
people claimed unemployment benefit 
in May 2018, up 7,320 (11 per cent) on 
the same month last year. Ian Austin, 
Labour MP for Dudley North, said 
the the figures were ‘shocking’.

birthday TV tribute to Sir Lenny 


SIR Lenny Henry will have his career 
honoured with a celebratory broadcast on 
BBC1 to coincide with his 60th birthday 
later this year. 

The Sir Lenny special, which will air 
later this year, will be filmed in front of a 
studio audience as the Dudley-born come¬ 
dian takes a light-hearted look back at his 
TV career, which started in 1975 when he 
appeared on talent show New Faces. 

He then went on to become a regular in 
anarchic children’s show Tiswas and prime 
time comedy series Three of a Kind, before 
co-founding Comic Relief and its popular 
Red Nose Day in 1985. 


The prime-time birthday tribute will 
include clips from his years on the small 
screen, and there will be new sketches fea¬ 
turing special guests. 

Sir Lenny, who turns 60 on August 29, 
said the broadcast is “a great honour”, and 
that he is “very chuffed” to have his comedy 
work celebrated. 

He added: “One of the reasons I became 
a comedy performer was because of the rich 
and varied palette of comedy broadcast on 
the BBC throughout my childhood. I was 
hooked and my early career displays the 
connection. 

“I’m a comedy consumer now, but my 


teens were marked by my family’s ten¬ 
dency to sit round the television and watch 
everything. So big up Auntie Beeb - you’re 
the reason I’m here.” 

Shane Allen, controller of BBC Comedy 
commissioning, said: “Lenny’s unparalleled 
career is down to his superb versatility and 
huge charisma. 

“This landmark special hosted by Sir 
Trevor McDonald gives audiences the 
chance to celebrate this well-loved, larger 
than life talent by going back to his origins 
as a comedy whirlwind with a phenomenal 
talent to create and inhabit characters. It’s 
going to be more than ‘oookaaay’!” 


First deal struck over 
£ 25 m light rail centre 


PLANS for a £25 million very light 
rail innovation centre in Dudley 
have been given a boost with the 
first deal struck to test vehicle pro¬ 
totypes on its track. 

Coventry City Council has confirmed its 
intention to use the test track in Dudley 
once it is built. 

It comes as Dudley Council’s cabinet is 
expected to approve funding to allow devel¬ 
opment work to continue “at pace” for the pi¬ 
oneering centre, which is proposed for a site 
near Castle Hill. 

As part of its ambition to develop very light 
rail travel for Coventry, working with the War¬ 
wick Manufacturing Group, Coventry council 
will use the test track in Dudley to carry out 
research and develop vehicle prototypes. 

Coventry chiefs say they will also be seeking 
funding for a potential extension to the track 
in Dudley. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of Dudley 
council, said: “This is fantastic news for Dud¬ 
ley. Very light rail innovation is at the heart of 
our regeneration plans and we see it as a real 
game changer in the development of travel 
solutions worldwide. 

Interest 

“The first phase of this £25 million project 
will deliver the test track and innovation main 
building. The test track isn’t even built yet and 
we’re already attracting interest from other au¬ 
thorities. 

“Depending on the progress of the planning 
application and all funding being in place we 
are looking to begin work on the test track and 
innovation centre in early 2019, with comple¬ 
tion of both towards the end of 2020.” 

The council’s cabinet were yesterday 
(Wednesday) considering an amendment to 
the funding of the preliminary stages of the 
project. 

Councillor Harley added: “We’re looking to 
bring forward £130,000 in funding on the ad¬ 
vance works, design fees and statutory authori¬ 
ties, ahead of the full funding package for phase 
one of the project being formally approved.”

Society hits new 
record for lending 

DUDLEY Building Society has hit a 
record level of mortgage lending. 

The society, which has its head of¬ 
fice at The Waterfront, Brierley Hill, 
and celebrates its 160th anniversary 
this year, saw a fall in pre-tax prof¬ 
its from £1.72 million to £ 1.54m for 
the year to the end of March. But its 
mortgage lending was up 58 per cent 
from £51.9m to £82.2m and more 
than £70m was deposited by savers. 
The total asset base was up 12 per 
cent to a record £397.4m and this has 
topped £400m since the end of the fi¬ 
nancial year. Reserves are also up.

Mortgage cheaper 
than rent-expert 

THE average first-time buyer in the 
West Midlands can save nearly £1,000 
a year once on the property ladder 
rather than renting. A Santander 
study found that across the UK first¬ 
time buyers would have lower month¬ 
ly outgoings if they bought a property. 

In every region of the UK, average 
monthly rental prices surpass average 
mortgage repayments. The UK aver¬ 
age is £2,268 and for the West Mid¬ 
lands it is £996.

Talks over rolling out 
‘average speed' cameras

TALKS are under way to in¬ 
stall more ‘average speed’ 
cameras on roads across the 
Black Country. 

Police are to meet with the four 
Black Country councils to discuss 
the initiative. 

Speaking at West Midlands Strate¬ 
gic Policing and Crime Board meet¬ 
ing last week, Superintendent Dean 
Hatton said: “We are two years into 
a five-year contract that has helped to 
reduce average speed across speed en¬ 
forcement sites.” 

Chief Inspector Gareth Mason said: 
“Given evidence from Solihull and Bir¬ 
mingham trials, we are seeing how it 
can bring benefits to other areas. 

“We are looking at the costs involved 
for police and authorities and possible 
locations. We already look at how we 
can continually improve speed enforce¬ 
ment and have 161 mobile sites for en¬ 
forcement. I would be surprised if none 
of those were chosen for average speed 
cameras.” 

Fatalities 

In April, Dudley Council said it 
didn’t have any plans to introduce the 
cameras, while Wolverhampton, Wal¬ 
sall and Sandwell councils said they 
were considering it. 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson said: 
“In the last year there has been a re¬ 
duction in the number of fatalities on 
our roads. There are still too many 
deaths and the number of injuries is 
far too high. I am working with local 
councils to expand the average safety 
camera pilot undertaken in Birming¬ 
ham and Solihull. Where councils are 
prepared to install cameras I will en¬ 
sure they are enforced.” 

In Dudley 1,486 motorists were 
caught by mobile speed cameras at 14 
locations during a 12-month period. 


Shopping centre provides life-saving kits

A NEW defibrillator has been installed at a school as 
part of an ongoing community project by Merry Hill 
shopping centre bosses intu. 

They have raised more than £15,000 in the last two 
months to allow the installation of 14 defibrillators, po¬ 
tential lifesavers for people suffering cardiac arrest. 

The equipment has been fitted in local schools and 
community centres, with the most recent outside Holly 
Hall Academy in Dudley. In addition, 10 Merry Hill staff 
members have volunteered to support FastAid Black 
Country by becoming defibrillator instructors, support¬ 
ing more than 1,000 people in the Black Country. 


FastAid are a group of community first responders 
supported by West Midlands Ambulance Service who 
work to increase the number of defibrillators across the 
region, as well as providing free training on how to use 
them. 

It costs the charity around £2,000 to install each ma¬ 
chine. 

Naomi Campbell, community development manager 
at intu Merry Hill, said: “The presence of a defibrilla¬ 
tor could be the difference between life and death in an 
emergency situation, which is why it is important to en¬ 
sure all members of the community have access to one.” 


Black Country 
terrorist was 
cause of 
laptop ban 

A CAR mechanic from Dudley who 
joined Islamic State and boasted 
about his bomb-making activities in 
Syria has been named as the reason 
why the United States banned lap¬ 
tops on flights last year. 

A former MI6 spy has made the rev¬ 
elation in his autobiography, explain¬ 
ing how Hamayun Tariq, who was 
born and bred in Dudley, had plans to 
smuggle bombs ‘disguised as laptop 
batteries’. 

It prompted a ban on passengers 
carrying laptops on flights from 
10 airports in the Middle East and 
North Africa bound for the US. It also 
barred electronic tablets, e-readers 
and any such device bigger than a 
mobile phone. The ban was initiated 
in March last year, but lifted four 
months later after improved security 
checks had been put in place. 

The claims were made by Aimen 
Dean, a former al-Qaeda explosives 
expert recruited by the secret services 
to infiltrate UK jihadist circles. 

He wrote in ‘Nine Lives’ about 
Tariq who once went by the nom de 
guerre Abu Muslim al-Britani, stat¬ 
ing: “An intelligence source told me in 
2017 that Abu Muslim was involved 
in ISIS efforts to develop bombs that 
could be smuggled onto aircraft dis¬ 
guised as laptop batteries.” 

According to Dean, Tariq is cur¬ 
rently developing deadly drones with 
explosives on the Syria-Iraq border.. 

Father-of-two Tariq claimed to be 
an explosives expert and sniper for 
ISIS after fleeing the UK for Pakistan 
following release from prison. The di¬ 
vorced 40-year-old used social media 
in 2015 to share chilling pictures of 
his ‘laboratory’ in Syria. 

Peak performance 
Blinders get award 

BIRMINGHAM-SET gangster drama 
Peaky Blinders has received an award 
at an event celebrating television ex¬ 
cellence. 

The BBC TV series, which is partly 
filmed at Dudley’s Black Country 
Living Museum, scooped the Rockie 
Award for Best Drama Series: English 
Language at Canada’s Banff World 
Media Festival. 

Starring Cillian Murphy, Tom 
Hardy and Helen McCrory, Peaky 
Blinders also won a BAFTA Award 
earlier this year. Peaky Blinders has 
been aired for four seasons with a fifth 
confirmed for 2019. 

The show has followed the rise of 
the fictitious Shelby crime family in 
Birmingham in the 1920s and is writ¬ 
ten by Birmingham-born screenwriter 
Steven Knight.

Goodyear factory 
reduced to rubble 

NEARLY a year on from its final clo¬ 
sure, what remains of the once iconic 
Goodyear factory beside Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Stafford Road is gradually being 
reduced to rubble. 

Demolition workers are now the 
only people to be found at the former 
factory, which once employed several 
hundred workers. The last Goodyear 
employees bid farewell to the Wolver¬ 
hampton plant in August 2017. 

Former worker Wayne Devaney, 
one of the last men out of the factory 
last summer, said: “It is very sad to 
see the demolition of the plant’s build¬ 
ings, especially as it was reported that 
the land would be used to build a busi¬ 
ness park of small units. Now we see 
it has been earmarked for housing yet 
again.”

A ROGUE waste operator who 
dumped rubbish he had been paid to 
dispose of in a quiet village has been 
landed with a court bill of more than 
£ 1 , 000 . 

David Russell, of High Street, 
Quarry Bank, pleaded guilty to four 
environmental offences at Kiddermin¬ 
ster Magistrates Court on June 6. 

Russell had been tracked down by 
Wyre Forest District Council officers 
after they discovered the fly-tipping in 
a small lay-by between Belbroughton 
Road and Broome Lane, in Blakedown, 
on September 11 2017. It consisted of 


bricks, a wooden pallet, black bin bags, 
cardboard boxes, plastic boxes, bro¬ 
ken-down drawers, a coffee table and 
various other household items. 

Enforcement officers trawled 
through the rubbish and were able to 
successfully trace it back to a Dudley 
resident who had procured Russell’s 
services. 

Prosecuting on behalf of the council, 
Nina Dorrell told the court that Rus¬ 
sell was paid £25 by the resident to 
dispose of the rubbish a couple of days 
before it was discovered in the lay-by. 

Russell did not have a valid permis¬ 


sion for commercial waste disposal, a 
fact that had not been queried by the 
resident at the time. 

In addition to the fly-tipping offence, 
Russell also pleaded guilty to a further 
three offences of failing to comply with 
the council’s formal requests issued in 
the investigation under the Environ¬ 
ment Act. 

Magistrates imposed fines amount¬ 
ing to £160 and ordered him to pay a 
£30 victim surcharge and £60 compen¬ 
sation in respect of the clean-up costs. 
He was also ordered to pay the coun¬ 
cil’s legal costs of £909.88. 


As a result, Russell was ordered to 
pay a total of £1,159.88. 

Councillor Rebecca Vale, cabinet 
member for operational services, said: 
“Fly-tipping is a criminal offence. It is 
thoughtless and totally anti-social and 
goes against everything we are trying 
to do to keep our district clean, green 
and looking good. 

“We will always take action to trace 
those responsible and I’m delighted 
we were able to solve this case and 
bring a successful prosecution. 

“We would urge people to check peo¬ 
ple’s permits before employing them.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

End of the line for 
Yorkshire Bank 

THE Yorkshire and Clydesdale Banks 
are set to disappear from the high 
street following their owner’s £1.7 
billion deal to take over Virgin Money. 

All the banks will be gradually re¬ 
branded under the Virgin Money ban¬ 
ner. 

The Yorkshire brand has already 
disappeared from Dudley, which 
closed its branch in Wolverhampton 
Street this year. The Yorkshire Bank 
in Wolverhampton closed down in 
2012. 

CYBG, owner of Yorkshire Bank, 
Clydesdale Bank and Virgin Money 
say around 1,500 jobs will be lost as a 
result of the takeover deal. 

Rent swallowing 
public sector pay 

HIGH rental costs mean many public 
service employees in the West Mid¬ 
lands are spending more than a third 
of their wages on rent, according to 
new research. 

Hospital porters are struggling the 
most, with rents swallowing up more 
than half of their take-home pay in 
32 out of 33 local authority areas in 
the West Midlands, the union Unison 
says. Findings are based on the av¬ 
erage private rent for a one-bedroom 
property in each local authority area. 
Regionally, South Staffordshire is the 
most expensive area to live. 

Robin 2 up for 
national award 

THE Robin 2 music venue has been 
nominated for a national accolade. 

The much-loved venue in Bilston 
is a finalist in the National Tribute 
Music Awards. It is nominated in the 
category of best all round in-house 
team at a club below 800 capacity.

Homes approved despite 
chemical firm concern 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to trans¬ 
form a former business site into 
homes have been given the green 
light. 

The houses and apartments will be 
built at the Bodykraft site in Brierley Hill 
after councillors approved the proposals. 

It comes just a year after developers were 
refused permission to launch their housing 
scheme on the site over fears neighbouring 
firm Hammond Chemicals would be too noisy 
for residents. 

Shaun Hammond, director of the chemical 
company, told Dudley Council’s development 
control committee the scheme would provide 
‘poor residential amenities’ and claimed it was 
an ‘unacceptable development’. 

He said: “We are a very busy, noisy, chemical 
site. We are now at risk of noise complaints. We 
have a good safety record but with hazards and 
risks, there is no guarantee. This block of land 
is allocated for industrial use.” 

Developer 

But the majority of councillors were un¬ 
convinced by his pleas to halt the development 
and gave the plans the go-ahead last week. 

West Midlands Fire Service and the Heath 
and Safety Executive offered no objections to 
the plans for the site at the junction of Dudley 
Road and Canal Street. 

Developer Westleigh Homes will now build 
32 homes and 33 apartments, including ‘af¬ 
fordable housing’, at the former vehicle repair 
business site. 

A three-storey apartment block, which did 
not feature in the previous application, will 
act as an ‘acoustic screen’ and is expected to 
reduce noise from the Hammond Chemicals’ 
warehouse. 

Councillor Colin Elcock, who represents Nor¬ 
ton, said he did not think the development was 
‘viable’ and abstained from the vote. 

He added: “This type of housing is being 
aimed at young people who really have not 
much choice of housing. They are going to be 
living on top of a chemical works and living in 
an industrial area.”

‘Hygiene 
poverty’ 
is a real 
stinker 

THIS sounds like something out of Oli¬ 
ver Twist, but Staffordshire headmistress 
Nicola Finney says she has spent hun¬ 
dreds of pounds of her own money on 
soap, deodorant and toothpaste for pu¬ 
pils who repeatedly turn up to school in 
a filthy state. 

According to the charity In Kind, she 
is not alone. A survey it carried out re¬ 
vealed that 36 per cent of teachers who 
responded provided toothpaste, 29 
per cent had bought soap, and 27 had 
bought treatments for head lice, or nits 
as they used to be known. Perhaps the 
words “who responded” are crucial to the 
reliability of that survey, but nevertheless 
it is shocking that in this day and age chil¬ 
dren are being sent to school smelly and 
unwashed. 

The survey says “hygiene poverty” is a 
growing problem in Britain’s schools, with 
a growing number of parents unable to 
afford basic washing products. I do think 
it would be interesting, though, if, at the 
same time, those who commissioned the 
survey had dug a little deeper and spo¬ 
ken to the parents about the reasons why 
they were unable to ensure their children 
went to school in a respectable state. 

For example, how many of those claim¬ 
ing their children are too poor to wash 
have flat-screen TVs, for example? Do 
they have mobile phones, home com¬ 
puters? Do they smoke or drink? If so, 
I would have thought that personal hy¬ 
giene was surely more of a priority. 

Perhaps I’m being uncharitable, but 
a quick look on the Aldi website reveals 
that you can buy a bottle of shower gel 
for 33p, four bars of soap for 59p, and 
roll-on deodorants for 45p. We’re hardly 
talking big-ticket items here. 

I’m pretty sure that even during the 
Great Depression, when there was hard¬ 
ship unlike anything we term as poverty 
today, most parents would have man¬ 
aged to make sure their children washed 
before they went to school. 

Miss Finney is clearly a very kind, ded¬ 
icated headmistress, and her pupils are 
lucky to have somebody who cares so 
much about their welfare. 

But at the same time I do worry that 
in hiding behind terminology such as 
“hygiene poverty”, we are simply mak¬ 
ing excuses for bad parenting which, at 
its most extreme, is tantamount to child 
abuse. 

More than that, I can’t help but think 
that it is a great insult to the vast majori¬ 
ty of parents on low incomes who would 
willingly starve than subject their children 
to the indignity of having their teachers 
issuing them with soap.

fans. But, while the jury is still out on that inci¬ 
dent, a full international inquiry has left no doubt 
that Russia has blood on its hands for shooting 
down Flight MH17 over Ukraine in 2014, and 
killing 298 innocents. Maybe it’s that casual act 
of mass murder, or maybe fear of Russian hooli¬ 
gans, that keeps supporters out of Russia. 


I SUGGESTED we might celebrate Brexit Day 
next March by setting off fireworks. A reader 
takes me to task: “Why would you like to terrorise 
animals around the country by such an antic?” 
What animals? As all serious Remoaners know, 
by the time we leave the EU the economy will 
have collapsed, we’ll all be living in mud huts 
scavenging for food and all the cows, sheep, 
cats, rats, dogs and hamsters will have been eat¬ 
en long ago. Our rockets will fall harmlessly into a 
bleak and blasted apocalyptic landscape.

GETTING ready for a fortnight in the sun 
can be a daunting prospect for many, 
what with packing the right clothes, can¬ 
celling the papers and checking your 
passport is valid.

The most telling though was ‘show¬ 
ing off, only for it to go wrong’, which no 
doubt comes about from being so inebri¬ 
ated in the first place. 

It’s almost a badge of honour to drink 
to the point of oblivion, to demonstrate 
their capacity for booze which, combined 
with blazing sunshine and not having to 
get up for work the next day, can have a 
devastating effect.

MEP calls for national 
debate on cannabis 


A WEST Midlands MEP has 
called for a national debate on 
the legalisation of cannabis. 

UKIP politician and former Sedgley 
councillor Bill Etheridge said there 
were ‘countless cases of anecdotal ev¬ 
idence’ to suggest that cannabis has 
beneficial effects on the treatment of 
certain illnesses. 

In a video message on social media, Mr 
Etheridge said that if marijuana was le¬ 
galised, regulated and taxed, the potential 
damage of the drug could be minimised. 

He said: “It is undeniable that the time is 
right for a serious national debate. 

“The most pow¬ 
erful argument 
against people 
smoking weed in 
the UK over re¬ 
cent years is that 
it can have detri¬ 
mental effects on 
the mental health 
of some people and 
that new types of 
skunk have become 
more powerful and 
harmful - surely if 
the product is le¬ 
galised, regulated 
and taxed, we can minimise the damage. 

“Properly regulated supplies will ensure 
that the products with the damaging new 
varieties included can be banned.” 

Mr Etheridge concluded: “Lets encour¬ 
age a serious national debate and hopefully 
update our outdated approach to this really 
important issue.” 

It comes as Home Secretary Sajid Javid 
authorised Bill Caldwell, aged 12, who suf¬ 
fers with severe epilepsy’ one of the bottles 
of cannabis oil confiscated by airport offi¬ 
cials after his mother tried to bring them 
into the UK from Canada.

SECOND World War veterans 
turned out for an annual re¬ 
union of former RAF air crew 
at a former wartime airfield 
near Dudley. 

Halfpenny Green Airport, near 
Bobbington, welcomed around 
100 veterans earlier this month. 

They watched planes take to the 
skies and reminisced about their time 
serving during the event organised by 
Project Propeller. 

Graham Cowie, air operations man¬ 
ager from Project Propeller, said: 
“Project Propeller is an annual re¬ 
union for veterans who served in the 
Royal Air Force as air crew. 

“To serve as air crew you had to be 
a volunteer, they were all volunteers 
and nobody was forced to fly an aero¬ 
plane over Germany, or wherever. 

“The whole ethos of the project is to¬ 
day’s aviators giving back a thank you 
to their aviating forefathers, who flew 
when the skies were a lot more danger¬ 
ous than the skies we fly in. 

“We got approximately 80 aircraft 
in from as far afield as Exeter to Dun¬ 
dee in the north.

my turret. I was locked in with just 
enough space to get my parachute and 
bail out. I was so incensed at not being 
able to retaliate.” 

Veteran Clifford Watson, of RAF 
squadron 227 and 150, and his son 
John, were flown by pilot Mark Had¬ 


ley, from Peterborough Conington 
Airfield, for the event. The 96-year-old 
from Cambridge, who served between 
1939 and 1946 and did two tours in 
North Africa, said: “It was wonderful, 
the event of the year.” 

John added: “Dad had a stroke last 
October and it has taken the wind out 
of his sails really. A day out here today 
has been amazing.”

ported by specially trained officers at 
this difficult time.” 

A West Midlands Ambulance 
spokesman added: “Crews discovered 
one patient, a man, who was in cardiac 
arrest. Ambulance staff administered 
CPR and advanced life support. Unfor¬ 
tunately it became apparent nothing 
could be done to save him.”

£82.000 in fines 



Leap into action for Wolves 


A Wolves shirt has appeared on the Joe Darby statue in Netherton 


A STATUE of a renowned Black 
Country character has become a 
Wolves fan after it mysterious¬ 
ly appeared wearing an old gold 
shirt with a Portugal flag wrapped 
around his neck. 

The sculpture of Joe Darby in 
Halesowen Road, Netherton, was 
adorned with the colours of an 
early 2000s Wolves top, apparently 
to coincide with the unveiling of the 
club’s brand new kit for the upcom¬ 
ing Premier League season. The 
Portugal flag also drapped on the 
statute was in reference to players 
from that nation involved in the 
club’s promotion. 


Joe Darby, who was originally 
from Netherton, specialised in 
spring jumping and took part in 
competitions in the 1880s. He per¬ 
formed for the Prince of Wales, the 
future King Edward VII, in Lon¬ 
don, touring Britain and abroad, 
including performing with a circus 
in Paris. 

His spring jumping performance 
would include starting from a stand¬ 
ing position and launching himself 
into the air using dumbbell-shaped 
weights. 

His most famous stunts included 
leaping over a horse and the length 
of a billiard table. 


COUNCIL chiefs in Dudley bor¬ 
ough are clamping down on lit¬ 
tering with nearly £82,000 in fines 
handed out in three months. 

In March, April and May this year 
more than 1,092 notices have been is¬ 
sued in Dudley - compared with just 
14 for the same period last year. 

Each Fixed Penalty Notice (FPN) issued 
is £75 - totalling £81,900 in fines issued 
over the three-month period. 

It comes after a team of ex-police and 
military personnel equipped with body 
cameras took over patrolling the borough’s 
streets, parks and open spaces in March. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, cabinet 
member for environmental services, said 
the council have a ‘zero tolerance’ approach 
to anyone caught littering. 

Kingdom Enforcement Services has five 
officers on the beat plus one team leader 
overseeing operations during a 12-month 
pilot, which will also cover dog fouling. 

Penalties 

The move does not cost the council with 
Kingdom receiving payment directly as a 
percentage of the financial penalties issued 
to those who drop litter or fail to pick up 
after their pets. 

The local authority also retains a per¬ 
centage of the income from the fixed pen¬ 
alty notices. 

Councillor Shakespeare said: “Residents 
and business have told us that they want to 
see tougher action against those who blight 
our landscapes with littering and dog foul¬ 
ing. 

“We have a zero tolerance approach to¬ 
wards anyone caught committing these of¬ 
fences and we are pleased to see Kingdom’s 
new enforcement getting swiftly to work. ” 

Mark Mountford, business manager for 
Kingdom, added: “Our results speak for 
themselves and the message is simple - if 
you drop litter or don’t pick up after your 
dogs, there is a good chance you’ll be caught 
and hit in the pocket.” 

Kingdom has worked with more than 30 
local authorities across the country, includ¬ 
ing Wolverhampton City Council and Bir¬ 
mingham City Council. 

Kingdom issued more than 9,000 FPNs in 
Wolverhampton last year after being taken 
on by the local authority in the middle of 
2015. Comparative figures before they took 
over in that city show just 25 FPNs were 
handed out between April 2014 and March 
2015. 


Healthy griller 
restaurant plan 


Homes bid for 
old college site 


NINE jobs could be created 
under plans to transform a 
former shop into a restau¬ 
rant and takeaway. 

Plans have been submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council to 
turn the vacant former shop 
in High Street, Dudley, into 
a healthy grilled food res¬ 
taurant and takeaway. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment submitted with the 
application states: “The 
existing site is a corner re¬ 
tail shop. The proposal is 
for the change of use from 
retail to restaurant with 
ancillary providing grilled 


healthy food, with proposed 
new shop front to the High 
Street and Union Street el¬ 
evations. 

“The proposed change 
of use would be beneficial 
for the local community 
as it would provide for a 
health style of food, which 
is limited in the area.The 
proposed restaurant will 
help regenerate the current 
building and help inject 
money back into the com¬ 
munity by providing job. 
The restaurant seeks to em¬ 
ploy six full-time staff and 
three part-time staff.” 


AN ARSON-HIT former 
school and college campus 
in Stourbridge is finally to 
be knocked down to make 
way for homes. 

There have been calls for 
action over the redundant 
former Longlands School 
on Bowling Green Road, 
which has been empty since 
Birmingham Metropoli¬ 
tan College closed its doors 
on the site in 2011, when 
Stourbridge College art stu¬ 
dents moved to a campus in 
Brierley Hill. Stourbridge 
MP Margot James was in¬ 
volved in talks to find a new 


purpose for the large plot 
located in a residential area. 

Under new plans submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council by 
Persimmon Homes, the 2.3 
hectare site that has become 
a magnet for vandals would 
be cleared for the construc¬ 
tion of 62 homes. 

The buildings have been 
plagued by a spate of fires 
and anti-social behaviour 

Councillor Ian Kettle, 
cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration and enterprise, said: 
“I’m delighted an applica¬ 
tion has been submitted to 
bring this site back into use.

THERE are photos of 
Bridgnorth. Hundreds and 
hundreds of them, ranging 
from Victorian lantern slides, 
doubled images to be viewed 
with a stereoscopic viewer, 
and postcards. Posters, cut¬ 
tings, old adverts... 

The collection of the late John 
Dixon could be the basis of a small 
town museum of itself. 

However, it is perhaps surprising 
that Mr Dixon, who died on June 29 
last year at the age of 72, was not actu¬ 
ally Bridgnorth born and bred. 

“He moved to Bridgnorth from the 
West Midlands in 1978,” said son Mi¬ 
chael, who has been looking through 
the vast collection and putting it into 
order. 

Michael, head of faculty for technol¬ 
ogy, creative and sixth form studies at 
City of Wolverhampton College, said: 
“He was Wednesbury born and bred. 
My mum Kate opened an antique

shop in St Johns Street, Bridgnorth. 
My dad did the import and export for 
a shipping line and was all over the 
country. He started collecting items 
on Bridgnorth, initially postcards, and 
then went into a whole range of other 
things, anything really connected with 
Bridgnorth. 

“He had visited the town when he 
was younger. He loved the town. I 
think that’s why they gravitated there 
many years later. They had lived at 
Claverley for about seven years, and 
then back to the West Midlands, and 
then to Bridgnorth. I was christened 
in Claverley. 

“He just loved the town. I think he 
was fascinated with the history of it. 
He used to go to postcard fairs and 
later he looked online. He would go 
to auctions, local antique shops and 
things like that. 

“When he got known people would 


bring things to my mum. He had a 
room upstairs packed to the rafters 
with Bridgnorth items, some in boxes, 
some on display. 

“They included old prints of 
Bridgnorth, and posters from old the¬ 
atres of Bridgnorth. It was only after 
he died and I was sorting through that 
I discovered just how much there was. 

“I’m interested too. I’m going to 
keep the collection for the time being. 
I have sorted a lot and tried to or¬ 
ganise it. When you collect yourself 
sometimes you get a bit overwhelmed, 
I think. 

“I think the enamel signs are fas¬ 
cinating. They were on lampposts 
for all the old shops in Bridgnorth. 
This would probably be in the 1950s 
to 1960s. They came from a Nock 
Deighton auction. Somebody must 
have collected them when they took 
them down from the lampposts or the 
lampposts were changed.” 

Another item is a weight which was 
put into the saddles at the long de¬ 
funct Bridgnorth races. It is stamped 
“Bridgenorth (sic) Race Club.”

Family devastated over 
airing cupboard tragedy 


A FAMILY has spoken of its 
devastation over the death 
of a grandmother who was 
trapped in an airing cupboard 
while on holiday. 

Following an inquest verdict of 
misadventure, Elizabeth Isher- 
wood’s son Craig said: “We are all 
absolutely devastated. Mum was 
so sporty, fit and healthy If any¬ 
one could have got out of that cup¬ 
board it would have been mum.” 

Her inquest heard she could have 
been trying to escape for days before 
succumbing to hypothermia. She had 
carved holes in the wall and scratched 
away at the door. 

Mrs Isherwood, known as Mary, of 
Warmley Close, Whitmore Reans, was 
staying at the Plas Talgarth holiday 
complex near Machynlleth in Wales, 
that she once owned with her ex-hus¬ 
band, in September last year. 

Escape 

It is thought the ex-police officer 
may have got up to go to the bathroom 
but then mistakenly went into the air¬ 
ing cupboard and become entombed. 
Frantic attempts to escape followed. 

Shelves were ripped from the walls 
and a pipe had been snapped and used 
as a tool to scratch away at the walls. 

But in breaking the pipe she sent 
water gushing into the cupboard. 
As she was naked, she developed hy¬ 
pothermia. Other guests reported 
hearing banging but, thought it was 
maintenance workers and did not re¬ 
port it. 

Investigators found she had man¬ 
aged to smash her way through a wall 
but there a was a picture hanging on 
the other side. As she was in the dark, 
it is believed she may not have real-

ised she was on the cusp of freedom. 
Ex-husband, Clive, 65, said: “The staff 
had given Mary some vouchers to use 
for a final stay. She would’ve usually 
gone with friends but nobody could 
make it so she went alone.” 

Her body was found a week later 
after she failed to check out of the 
complex and leaking water was discov-

ered coming from her room. Son Craig, 
32, said: “She hadn’t even unpacked. 
Her clothes and case were still in the 
room untouched. Losing her has left a 
huge hole in our lives.” 

Coroner Mr Dewi Pritchard Jones 
told Caernarfon coroner’s court he 
made no finding on why and how the 
door was closed.

Tackling the fraudsters 



The team has already visited more than 50 residents who have been targeted 


Thousands of pounds stolen from people 
on so-called ‘sucker lists’ have already been 
reclaimed thanks to a new fraud-busting 
unit in Dudley. 

Dudley Council’s Trading Standards was 
recently given £300,000 over a three-year 
period to set up a dedicated scams unit 
to target financial criminals who prey on 
vulnerable people on these so-called ‘sucker 
lists’. 

Since it launched more than five months 
ago, the team has already visited more than 
50 residents who have been targeted by 
scammers. 

In addition, the team has recovered more 
than £17,000 for victims and is investigating 
cases that amount to at least £350,000 in 
losses. 

Estimates show that by 2020 there will be 
one million people on sucker lists, which are 
used by fraudsters to identify and target their 
victims. 

Vulnerable 

The people on these lists are often older, 
lonely and vulnerable and the criminals know 
they are more likely to be susceptible to 
financial scams. 

Fraudsters use sophisticated techniques 
to win people round, earn their trust and in 
some cases convince them to part with large 
quantities of cash. 

The council has launched a drive to tackle 
the issue and promote the key warning signs. 

If people start to receive large quantities of 
junk mail, nuisance calls or are visiting the Post 
Office or bank more often than usual then this 
could be a sign they are being targeted. 

Officers from the unit are visiting vulnerable 
and lonely people in the community each 
week and are talking to them about the 
warning signs of being targeted and are 
investigating claims of potential scams, which 
can lead to prosecution. 


The team is also working closely with social 
services to refer people who would benefit 
from some support, whether that is attending 
local groups and activities or receiving care in 
the home, to prevent them becoming lonely 
and isolated. 

Councillor Ruth Buttery, cabinet member for 
health and well-being, said: “This scheme is 
about making the borough a safe place to live. 
We want to send a clear sign to fraudsters that 
their criminal behaviour will not be tolerated in 
our borough. 

“We are taking action and putting support 


measures in place for our most vulnerable 
residents who we know are more likely to be a 
victim of a financial scam. 

“Key to this project’s success is a joined-up 
approach across the council to prevent people 
becoming lonely and isolated in the first place, 
meaning they will be less likely to become a 
victim.”

BID plans to 
boost trade 

Proposals to create a Business 
Improvement District to improve trade and 
generate over £700,000 in Stourbridge are 
moving forward. 

At its meeting, Dudley Council’s cabinet 
were asked to approve the proposal for the 
Stourbridge Business Improvement District 
(BID) and the associated timescales. 

BIDs are made up of local businesses, 
which each pay a levy, a small percentage 
of a business’s rateable value, to a BID 
company. 

The proposal put forward by the 
Stourbridge BID organisers, supported 
by Dudley Council, Stourbridge Chamber 
of Trade, The Ryemarket Shopping 

Centre and other 
organisations, 
estimates that 
approximately 
£140,000 each year 
could be generated 
via the levy. 

If proposals are 
approved by cabinet, 
businesses would 
be asked to take part 
in a ballot to vote in favour of the proposal 
later this summer. The funds would then 
be used on improvements, decided 
by members of the BID, on things like 
improved security, events, promotion and 
the environment. It would be ring-fenced to 
spend on specific projects. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of 
Dudley Council, said: “BIDs have a proven 
track record in bringing businesses 
together to improve their districts, attract 
additional funding and promote what 
they have to offer and following on from 
the success of the Halesowen BID we 
are delighted to be supporting a similar 
scheme for Stourbridge.”

Crackdown on littering

A major clampdown on littering 
in Dudley borough has resulted 
in a huge increase in the number 
of Fixed Penalty Notices issued. 

For March, April and May this 
year, over 1,092 notices have been 
issued compared with just 14 for 
the same period last year. 

Kingdom Enforcement Services, 
made up of ex-police and military 
personnel armed with body 
cameras, took on responsibility for 
patrolling the borough’s streets, 
parks and open spaces in March. 

The firm has five officers on 
the beat plus one team leader 
overseeing operations during a 
12-month pilot, which will also 
cover dog fouling from the start of 
this month. 

Penalties 

The move is not costing the 
council a penny, with Kingdom 
receiving payment directly as 
a percentage of the financial 
penalties issued to those who drop 
litter or fail to pick up after their 
pets. 

The local authority also retains a 
percentage of the income from the 
fixed penalty notices. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare, 
cabinet member for environmental 
services, said: “Residents and 
business have told us that they 
want to see tougher action against 
those who blight our landscapes 
with littering and dog fouling. 

“We have a zero tolerance 
approach towards anyone caught 
committing these offences and 
we are pleased to see Kingdom’s 
new enforcement getting swiftly 
to work.” 


Mark Mountford, business 
manager for Kingdom, said: “Our 
results speak for themselves and 
the message is simple - if you drop 
litter or don’t pick up after your 
dogs, there is a good chance you’ll 
be caught and hit in the pocket.” 


Kingdom has a proven track 
record of success and works with 
more than 30 local authorities 
across the country, including 
Wolverhampton City Council and 
Birmingham City Council. 

Kingdom issued more than 


9,000 FPNs in Wolverhampton 
last year after being taken on by 
the local authority in the middle of 
2015. Comparative figures before 
they took over show just 25 were 
handed out from April 2014 to 
March 2015.

Reminder to 
get recycling 


Footie fans are reminded to toss those 
empties into their recycling box rather than 
the bin during the World Cup 

Recent statistics have predicted that 86 
per cent of the population is planning to 
watch the World Cup at home, splashing 
out £240m on food and £297m on alcohol 
if England makes it through to the second 
round. With this rising to staggering 
£1.12bn if they make it to the final. 

Locally, this could mean a huge increase 
in the amount of beer bottles, canned 
lager, fizzy drinks, ready meals and 
takeaways being purchased. Much of this 
packaging can be recycled and council 
bosses are encouraging people to aim for 
their black box, rather than the bin. 

Cardboard food packaging can be 
put into the blue recycling bag. The 
recycled items will be turned into pulp 
and refashioned into new items including 
cards, paper and even road surface 
materials. Glass bottles, minus their caps 
should be placed into the black box, with 
the top removed. Glass can be recycled 
many times, into further bottles, and even 
insulation materials. 

Plastic drinks bottles can go into the 
green recycling bag. The council does 
not recycle any type of plastic other than 
bottles.

Go behind the scenes at hall 



Visitors will have the opportunity to look round rooms not usually open to the public and learn how successive owners of the hall have stamped their own personality on it 


People can take a look behind the scenes 
at Himley Hall this summer with a season of 
guided tours starting in July. 

Visitors will have the opportunity to look 
round rooms not usually open to the public 
and can learn how successive owners of the 
hall have made changes to and stamped their 
own personality on the historic building. 

The extensive guided tours take in the 
servants’ quarters and cellars, the butler’s 
sitting room and the Earl of Dudley’s 
bedrooms. Visitors can also see the 
refurbished north wing complete with Art 
Deco-style swimming pool room and cinema 
bar, now used as a popular wedding venue. 

The tour of the hall lasts for approximately 
90 minutes and is followed by tea, coffee and 


homemade biscuits. Tours cost £8 per person 
with refreshments included in the price. 

There has been a hall on the site since the 
1600s when the original Himley Hall was a 
moated manor house, which stood next to 
the medieval church and village. For over four 
centuries, it served as a home to the Lords of 
Dudley and their knights. 

It has seen many changes over the years 
with significant work undertaken in the 
1800s when John William Ward became 4th 
Viscount Dudley. To reflect his growing status 
and wealth he brought in the famous London 
architect William Atkinson, creating the 
template for the hall as it is today. 

In 1920, Witley Court was sold to Viscount 
Ednam, a close friend of the royal family. 


Himley became a regular weekend retreat for 
royal visitors. 

During this period the hall was brought up to 
contemporary standards, with the addition of 
a terrace around the hall, a tennis court and a 
nine-hole golf course. 

Modern amenities were introduced to the 
hall including plumbing, central heating, a 
cinema and a swimming pool. As an up-to- 
date, luxurious home, it was so fashionable 
that in 1934 the Duke and Duchess of Kent 
spent the first two weeks of their honeymoon 
at Himley. 

Councillor Ian Kettle, cabinet member for 
regeneration and enterprise, said: “It is a 
delight to be able to confirm that Himley Hall 
is once again hosting these tours, which give 


people the chance to see parts of the building 
not usually open to the general public. 

“The tours provide a fascinating insight into 
the life of this remarkable hall, its varied and 
rich history, its architecture and the many 
esteemed individuals who have visited and 
resided within it.” 

Tours start at 7.15pm and 7.30pm on 
selected Tuesdays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays (July 10,12 and 18 and August 
2, 8,16, 22, 23, 29 and 30). There are 24 
places available each evening with each tour 
accommodating up to 12 people.

Volvo is aiming to ensure that from 2025, 25 per 
cent of the plastics used in its new cars will be 
made from recycled materials. 

The Swedish car maker is also asking industry 
suppliers to ensure the next generation of automotive 
components is made as sustainably as possible, 
making use of recycled plastics wherever they can. 

To demonstrate the company’s plans, Volvo unveiled 
a unique version of its XC60 SUV built using a variety of 
plastic components made from recycled materials. 

The main tunnel is created from renewable fibres, 
while the floor carpets have been made from fibres 
created by combining recycled cotton mixes and 
plastic bottles. Used car seats from old Volvo vehicles 
were used to create the sound-deadening material for 
underneath the bonnet. 

Hakan Samuelsson, president and CEO of Volvo 
Cars, said: “Volvo Cars is committed to minimising its 
global environmental footprint. Environmental care is 
one of Volvo’s core values and we will continue to find 
new ways to bring this into our business. This car and 
our recycled plastics ambition are further examples of 
that commitment.” 

It follows on from an announcement last month, in 
which the car maker said it would be eradicating the 
use of single-use plastics across all of its premises 
and events by the end of 2019. In addition, Volvo has 
committed to a plan of electrifying all new Volvo cars 
launched by the end of 2019, with the aim being to 
ensure that fully-electric cars make up 50 per cent of 
the manufacturer’s car range by 2025. 


Mazda RX-7: celebrating 
an icon for its 40 birthday 


The year was 1978, UK inflation hit a six-year low, the Bee 
Gees dominated the charts, while flared trousers and 
bouffant hair was the height of fashion. It was also the year 
that Mazda unveiled the RX-7, a car that played a vital role 
in establishing Mazda’s reputation for building celebrated 
driver’s cars. 

In the 1970s car makers the world over found themselves 
faced with the grim reality of a global fuel crisis. Soaring petrol 
prices meant few drivers wanted to own big, gas-guzzling V8 
sports cars, so a new approach was needed. Responding to the 
challenging environment, Mazda’s brightest brains set about 
creating a new kind of sports car - one that would be smaller, 
lighter, more efficient and - most important of all - fun to drive. 

So in the home market of Japan, Mazda revealed the ground¬ 
breaking RX-7. Its compact yet powerful rotary engine allowed 
the power unit to be mounted lower and further back resulting 
in a car that set new standards in road holding. The formula was 
a hit with customers and critics alike. Car and Driver magazine, 
one of America’s most influential car magazines, placed the 
Mazda RX-7 on its annual Ten Best list five times. 

The original RX-7 ‘FB’ proved a huge success. More than 
470,000 driving enthusiasts bought one, before the second 
generation ‘FC’ model was introduced with turbo power in 1985. 
The third generation ‘FD’ followed in 1992 until production of the 
iconic RX-7 ended in 2002. 

In addition, the RX-7’s success in competition around the 
globe further cemented its position as a one of the world’s best 
sports cars. The RX-7 took overall victory in the 1981 Spa 24 
hours, competed at Le Mans, took part in the awe-inspiring 
world of Group B rallying and claimed the 1980 and 1981 BTCC 
titles. In the USA, the RX-7 took an unmatched 100 wins in 12 
years of IMSA competition and won the GTU class at the 1979 
Daytona 24 hours. 

Win Percy, the British racing driver who took both the RX-7s 
BTCC championships, was blown away by the speed of the 
Mazda RX-7: “I won the title in 1980 and team owner Tom 
Wilkinshaw said: ‘Let’s go for it and try to win races outright next 
year.’ We duly did, beating the Rovers and Capris and I took the 
title again. It was a very capable little car - you really could call it 
a giant killer.” 

And Pierre Dieudonne who drove a Mazda RX-7 to victory in 
the 1981 24 Flours of Spa said: “That win was very important to 
Mazda. It was the first time a Japanese car manufacturer had 
won that race - the RX-7 didn’t have the image of something like 
a Porsche. But winning at Spa gave it the prestige.” 

To mark the 40th anniversary of the Mazda RX-7, Mazda 
brought together all three generations of the sports car in a film 
that documents the evolution of the most successful model to

Be alert to early signs of road rage 



Keep calm and show restraint 


Road safety and breakdown cover 
specialist GEM Motoring Assist 
is encouraging drivers to protect 
themselves by being alert to early signs 
of road rage. 

The warning follows release of disturbing 
dashcam video appearing to show an 
angry driver in the West Midlands shunting 
a fellow motorist and causing a high-speed 
crash. 

GEM road safety officer Neil Worth 
commented: “Most of us will have some 
experience of being on the receiving end 
of someone else’s aggression. 

“Thankfully, violent and unprovoked 
attacks are very rare, but it pays to be 
observant and if possible to recognise 
any signs of trouble at their earliest 
stages.” 

GEM has identified a few steps (taken 
from its ‘Courtesy on the Road’ leaflet) that 
will hopefully reduce the risk for a driver 
of being the target of someone else’s 
aggression: 

1 Keep calm and show restraint. Every 
journey brings the risk of frustration and 
conflict. Make a pledge to be patient. Avoid 
using your horn or making gestures in 
anger. 


2 Avoid competition and resist the desire 
to ‘get even’. If the standard of someone 
else’s driving disappoints you, don’t 
attempt to educate or rebuke them. 

3 Don’t push into traffic queues. If you 
wait and clearly signal, you won’t wait 
long before another drive lets you in. 

But they don’t like being forced into giving 
way. 

4 Say thank you, say sorry, Courtesy 
encourages co-operation on the road. 

If you make a mistake (and we all do!) 
or perhaps cut things a bit fine, then a 
gesture of apology avoids confrontation 
and helps defuse anger. 

5 Move away from trouble. If you feel 
seriously threatened by another driver, 
then ensure your car doors locked and 
drive (at legal speed) to the nearest 
police station or busy area (petrol station 
forecourts are ideal). Use your mobile 
phone to alert the police. Pressing the horn 
repeatedly or continuously is likely to deter 
a potential attacker. 

Neil Worth concludes: “We encourage 
drivers to leave plenty of time for their 
journeys, which means they can feel calm 
and in control at the wheel. 

“Stress can lead to risk taking, and this in 


turn increases the likelihood of aggressive 
incidents. We also urge drivers to avoid 
becoming involved in situations they 
recognise as dangerous or risky. 

“If you’re worried about another driver 


who may be in danger, then stop and call 
the police.”

I have to confess to being a big Jeep 
fan, the rough and rugged Wrangler with 
its removeable doors and roof, and fold 
down windscreen being top of my list. It 
is a vehicle built for rallies, rivers, mud 
and slush and is bought by adventurous 
outdoorsy types who can build shelters out 
of twigs, light a fire without matches and 
live off the land. Not me then. 

The brand-sharing newly updated Compass 
is an altogether different proposition and 
perhaps more my mark. Aimed at the family 
buyer, it shares that seven-slot grille and 
Jeep badging and engines with its more 
audacious siblings but is clearly a more 
refined, more mainstream choice. And, given 
that it has headed straight for the exceedingly 
competitive SUV segment, that is probably a 
wise move on Jeep’s part. 

It comes with plenty of choice - five engines 
- two petrol and three diesel; three trims - 
Sport, Longitude and Limited, with atop spec 
Trailhawk on the way; manual or automatic 
gearing; and two-wheel drive or four-wheel- 
drive, thus ensuring that every possible base 
is covered. 

Prices for the entry-level Sport, start at a 
not unreasonable £23,040, especially given 
the amount of standard kit which includes 
a five-inch touch screen, Bluetooth, DAB 
radio, smart phone connectivity, automatic 
headlights, daytime running lights, cruise 
control, brake assist, forward collision 
warning, hill start assist, 16-inch aluminium 
wheels, and, of course, a compass. 

Also fitted as standard is a highly efficient 
lane departure warning system which tweaks

the steering wheel should you cross the white 
lane without indicating. 

But this version is only available as a front- 
wheel-drive manual with the 1.6 litre diesel 
engine. 

Every additional trim level adds more kit, 
more engine choices and more money, so the 
Compass Longitude starts at £25,000 for the 
2WD, 1.4 Iitre140hp petrol engine, again with 
the manual transmission. 

The tested, very comfortable, Limited 
adds an 8.4-inch touch screen, smartphone 
connectivity, GPS navigation, heated leather 
well-padded front seats, electric lumbar 
adjustment, a heated steering wheel, rain 
sensitive wipers, parallel and perpendicular 
park assist, rear view camera, 18-inch wheels 
and trailer sway damping. 

Every version has a spacious, well-built 
interior with plenty of leg and head room. The 
high driving position affords good all-round 
visibility and the large, flat-loading, practical 
boot means there is no need to clutter up the 
cabin with luggage. The vehicle’s looks can 


be jazzed up by opting for a metallic exterior 
colour with a contrasting roof. Bronze with a 
black top, for example, will add £1,100 to the 
final tally. 

On the road, the 1.6 MultiJet 120hp diesel 
engine tested proved slightly less refined than 
some of its rivals, being a little noisy on start¬ 
up. Once warmed up and rolling, however, 
it showed itself to be a smooth operator 
and well up to the task of tackling country 
lanes and dual carriageways as well as the 
inevitable motorways. And it does have the 
huge plus of being delightfully economical. 


Official figures show a very pleasant average of 
64.2mpg. If the 1.4litre MultiAir II 140hp petrol is 
your preferred choice, expect around 46mpg. 

Its six-speed manual transmission was sharp 
and to the point and the suspension well suited 
to UK roads. 

Opt for the 4WD automatic and Selec-Terrain 
is included which allows for a smooth passage 
over sand, snow and mud. It also allows the 
driver to lock the central diff, thus splitting the 
torque equally between the front and rear axles 
for increased traction in severe conditions. 

Prices for the Compass Limited start at 


£28,000 for the manual front-driven 1.4 litre 
petrol, with a premium of £995 added for thel .6 
MultiJet engine. 

Transmission-wise, there are two gearboxes - 
a six-speed manual or a nine-speed automatic. 

The four-wheel-drive system of the Limited 
model is Active Drive I. Hang fire until 
September when the new Trailhawk is due and 
you’ll be able to put Active Drive II to the test. It 
features Rock mode for crawling, Hill Descent 
Control and Low-Range transfer. Time to start 
planning your Rubicon (family) adventure, 
perhaps.

GOLD shirt, black shorts... sounds sim¬ 
ple, doesn’t it? 

Wolves’ famous colours are known the world 
over but due to contractual obligations to try 
to persuade fans to fork out the best part of 
£50 a year, the classic gold and black look has 
been tampered with many times over the years 
- with good and bad results. 

Wolves of course actually started life playing in red 
and white stripes, perish the thought, and while the 
stripes stayed until 1922, the colour quickly changed 
to a deep gold and black. 

Conquered 

For 40 or so years came the definitive classic gold 
shirts and black shorts, including through the club’s 
glorious heyday of the 1950s where the ‘old gold’ was 
gloriously prominent as Stan Cullis’ team conquered 
the country and beat some of Europe’s finest. 

The old gold extended to shorts in the 1960s and 
then from the 1970s onwards came a fancy new 
logo and a darker shade of gold, worn by Mike Bai¬ 
ley when lifting the 1974 League Cup. Technology 
allowed for synthetic fibres to be worn by the time 
1980 came around when another League Cup vie-

tory saw Wolves wear their last sponsor-free shirt. 
Tatung and Benjamin Perry were the club’s first 
sponsors but due to successive relegations and the 
worst period in Wolves’ history, they aren’t remem¬ 
bered half as fondly as Staw Distribution whose logo 
adorned shirts in the Steve Bull renaissance era, 
which included a Wembley win in the Sherpa Van 
Trophy in 1988. After four years of pinstripes, the 
faint two-shaded stripes were also a hit with fans. 

Then, to coincide with the start of years of decline, 
a ghastly shirt complete with tyre marks (to reflect 
Goodyear’s sponsorship) was unveiled in 1992 - and 
prematurely scrapped a year later. 

A no-nonsense 1994 edition complete with a re¬ 
turn to the Wolverhampton coat of arms was a rare 
success in the modern kit era. 

In 1996 came a love-it-or-hate-it wolf head tem¬ 
plate kit with plenty of black on the arms. A far more 
popular version of the black sleeves came in 2014. 
A number have been met with general indifference 
- but the new old gold version could prove popular.
